TO begin this month, a few words of thanks. 

Having now occupied the EuroS/ot Editor’s chair for just one issue, | regard 
myself as very much the “new kid on the block.” The past few weeks, however, 
have been made considerably easier by several factors. 

First, the genuinely warm welcome that | have received from all quarters of the 
industry. Next, the amount of information (much of it confidential and commercially 
sensitive) that has been so willingly laid before me and so patiently explained. 

Lastly, and perhaps of greatest importance, | have been able to see at first 
hand an industry that is bursting with vitality and enthusiasm, combining as it 
does the highest levels of both technology and artistic flair. In short, | have greatly 
enjoyed the past few weeks, even if each day seems to have passed in a blur 
of activity! 

My recent trips to both JAMMA and the World Gaming Congress have allowed 
me to meet a great many industry figures in a very short space of time. Those 
people, from across the whole spectrum of the industry, all have at least one 
thing in common - they are devoted to the amusement industry with a fervent 
passion. It is a passion that is already well on the way to captivating me. 

To those people from whom | have already benefited by meeting, my sincere 
thanks. To the far greater number whom | have not as yet seen - | look forward 
to making your acquaintance as soon as possible. 


OUR cover story this month reveals that the wind of change is blowing but slowly 
in Poland. Now that nation has emerged from the communist noose holding back 
entrepreneurial opportunities in the entertainment industry, the Poles are 
determined to do things under their own steam. 

Shunning the way in which the Czech and Hungarian markets have been 
instantly overridden by foreign investors, they are taking a more cautious view 
of proceedings. Gone is western investment, imports are few and far between, 
exports even rarer, and strict legislation governs the way in which the industry 
is tailored. 

Payout machines are severely restricted, both in the number allowed on sites 
and the number of sites allowed in the country, while skill and redemption games 
fail to feature, mainly because the law regarding them is so grey that no operator 
is sure whether to take the chance with them or not. 

However, despite frustrations brought on by impediments and cash flow 
problems, the industry has definitely moved on apace over the last few years, 
most notably with regard to video games and billiards. And the economy is 
strengthening all the time. 

Although the coin-op industry is not exactly prospering, itis at least maintaining 
what it has already built up, and that, for the moment, seems good enough for 


the Poles.

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FOLLOWING the news, reported 
elsewhere in this issue, that the UK 
gaming giant Ladbroke is to return 
to casino operations after a 15-year 
hiatus, anewjointventure operation 
in the US has been announced by 
the company. 

Ladbroke is now to invest 
US$20m in the building of a60-table 
card club in San Pablo, near San 
Francisco, California, said to be just 
the first of several US deals it has 
planned. 

The joint venture basis is 
necessary to comply with 
Californian law, which forbids 
publicly quoted companies from 
holding card club licences. 

Aimed mainly at poker players, 
the club will be run by SF Casino 
management, a company headed 
by a former Chairman of the San 
Francisco Bar Association, Stanley 
Friedman. 

Despite the proximity of Las 
Vegas, Californiatakes a puritanical 
approach to hard gaming. Pressure 
to open the club has come in no 
small part from the local authorities, 
which have been attracted by the 
prospect of high tax revenues. 

The club’s profits will come from 
a levy on the money exchanged for 
gaming chips, and Ladbroke 
expects to recoup its investment 
within three years of its opening in 
autumn 1995.

Income 
metered 


GAMBLING machines in The 
Netherlands will soon have to be 
equipped with meters to calculate 
revenue. The move makes the 
laundering of black money 
through gaming machines 
impossible and declaring fictional 
income should also become a 
thing of the past. 

Research from the NMI testing 
institute on meter-registration 
systems has proved that such 
meters can give accurate data 
on AWP machines. 

The Ministries of Economic 
Affairs and Finance are, with the 
trade association VAN, reviewing 
changes in the law which will 
require meters to be fitted to 
AWPs. 

According to a spokesman 
from the Ministry of Economic 
Affairs, the law change will be 
made soon, especially as it is 
said to be a relatively simple 
amendment. 


“It is clear enough that there is 
a need for a system to give the 
authorities an insight on 
laundering of money and AWP 
income.” 

VAN backs the implementation 
of the system, which will give the 
authorities control of money flow 
in the industry. 

“Operators have to be able to 
give details of their income to the 
authorities, and this could also 
improve our image,” said  D. 
Lindenbergh, adviser to the main 
board of VAN. 

The meter collects data which 
makes fraud impossible, 
registering income and pay-out, 
when power is switched off, and 
the number of times the door is 
opened. 

Inthis way itis made impossible 
to manipulate the machine, stop 
the meter, or to take out cash 
without registering.

Copier 
crackdown 


AUTHORITIES in China have 
forced a company in the south of 
the country to stop manufacturing 
copy boards identical to those 
produced by Sega. 

Itis believed to be the first time 
that the Chinese administration 
has stepped in to prevent 
copyright infringements of a 
foreign company’s software. The 
move comes a short time after a 
Beijing court ruled that images of 
Mickey Mouse could not be used 
without the express permission 
of the Disney organisation. 

China’s National Copyright 
Administration ordered the 
Shenzhen Shenchu Electronic 
Equipment Factory to stop 
manufacturing and selling 
consoles which it ruled were 
infringements of Sega’s 
copyright. The company was also 
ordered to deliver all the offending 
PCBs to the authorities and fined 
Yuan 30,000 (US$3,500). 

The action followed a suit filed 
against the company by Sega in 
May, after which an investigation 
by the authorities revealed that 
75 per cent of Shenchu’s PCBs 
were copies of Sega products. 

Sega welcomed the action, 
saying it would be helpful in 
deciding whether or not to launch 
marketing operations in China, 
where infringement of its 
copyright has been rampant.

Court 
fighter too 


THE continuing story of 
Capcom’s legal battle with Data 
East over alleged copyright 
infringement took another turn in 
September, when a US judge 
ruled that Data East was entitled 
to partial summary judgement on 
the claim. Data East then filed a 
motion for the dismissal of 
Capcom's other causes of action. 

Capcom had claimed that Data 
East’s Fighter’s History infringed 
the copyright of its own Street 
Fighter Il. Data East then filed 
summary judgement motions to 
try to dismiss that claim, as well 
as another filed by Capcom in an 
amended complaint. 

The Data East action follows 
the granting of a summary 
judgement by Judge William 
Orrick of the US District Court for 
Northern California in August. 
Capcom had wanted to put the 
matter before a jury, but 
according to the judge: 
“Capcom’s argument that it is 
entitled to submit both games to 
the jury simply because the court 
found some expression in Street 
Fighter Il to be protectable is 
without merit.” 

He wenton, “There is notriable 
issue of fact with respect to the 
unprotectable nature of Street 
Fighter Il’s miscellaneous game 


features and Data East is entitled 
to summary judgement with 
respectto this category of alleged 
similarities.” 

Capcom also claimed that the 
joystick and button control 
sequences were protected by 
copyright which Data East had 
infringed, but the court ruled that 
such areas were not protectable. 

The judge also granted 
summary judgement with regard 
to all but six Street Fighter Il 
characters that Capcom had 
claimed were infringed. He also 
found that all but 20 of the more 
than 640 fight moves contained 
in the game were. also 
unprotectable or not infringed as 
a matter of law. 

The courthad previously found 
these 20 moves not to be 
infringed, but as Capcom had 
requested a jury trial, Judge 
Orrick decided thatthe jury should 
consider the matter again. 

Data East Corporation 
President and CEO, Tetsuo 
Fukuda, commented, “Although it 
has been an expensive and time- 
consuming effort, the granting of 
summary judgement is gratifying 
and goes along way to destroying 
the Capcom claim that itis entitled 
to a monopoly of one-on-one 
fighting games.”

THE Pepsi Max Big One re-opened on Wednesday, August 31, following 
almost eight weeks out of action.

came following an incident in which two of the ride’s trains collided. Initial 
causes were linked to the computer system, although investigations have 
since shown that the computer itself was not at fault. Engineers from the 
ride’s US designers, Arrow Dynamics, had been working closely with the 
Health and Safety Executive in carrying out extensive trials to ascertain the 
cause of the incident and what was subsequently modified was the way in 
which the ride’s control system applies the brakes. 

Pleasure Beach Managing Director Geoffrey Thompson commented: 
“We were pleased to announce the re-opening prior to the illuminations 
switch-on (which occurred the following weekend) after the hundreds of calls 
we received from the public wanting to go on the ride.” 

According to the park’s Helen O’Neill, the closure of the Big One has cost 
the Blackpool park more than £1m (US$1.5m) in lost revenue.

Showscan/ 
UA deal 


A STRATEGIC alliance has been 
formulated between the Showscan 
Corporation and United Artists 
Theatre Circuit, Inc., to develop a 
chain of at least 20 simulation 
attractions in UA theatres over the 
next five years.

Au revoir! 


IN a decision that apparently came 
out of the blue, Michael Montgomery, 
Euro Disney’s Finance Director, left 
the company just as the final stage of 
its massive financial restructuring 
programme was about to be 
completed. 

Formerly Treasurer of the park’s 
Walt Disney parent company, he was 
among the senior staff drafted to 
Paris when Euro Disney first began 
to get into trouble last year. 

He gave no reason for his 
resignation, but it is thought that he 
disliked the idea of working for a 
company now in effect run by its 
creditor banks. He has been replaced 
by his former deputy, Xavier de 
Mezerac. 

The news came as Euro Disney 
confirmed its repayment of US$1.9bn 
to bankers in a lump sum in mid- 
August. This was part of the deal 
struck in March with the park’s 
bankers, who agreed to waive interest 
payments plus debt-repayment 
referrals if Disney waived certain 
management and royalty fees. 

Euro Disney then launched its 
long-awaited rights issue, but has 
said that the full effects will not be felt 
until its 1995 financial year.

OOK into the eyes of a Pole and, to 
varying degrees, you might see a 
blankness, offset by a hint of grey. Those 
eyes are further offset by the buildings 
in the capital, Warsaw, which are dusted 
in layer upon layer of grey. Bars and 
restaurants often lie empty. So too are 
the scantily lit streets, deserted after 
10pm. 

Scarcely surprising is this scenario 
considering the tumultuous times Poland 
has seen. You get the impression that 
the people are still upset with the West 
for practically deserting them at the very 
beginning of the German invasion of their 
homeland and also after the war when 
they were dumped in Russian barracks. 
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The Palace in Warsaw, home of ZPR, the largest player in the Polish coin machine business 


One amusement operator even talks of how the west 
views Poland as “a jungle”. 

Yet a spirit of resilience pervades. After five years 
under a capitalist regime, life is changing, albeit slowly. 
The currency (zloty) is gaining value and an ever 
increasing number of Western influences in the shape 
of fast food joints, foreign restaurants and fashion shops 
are creeping in. 

Similarily, the coin-op industry has been subject to 
mass change and growth. Billiards, forbidden in 
communist times, is common and entertainment is now 
a pre-requisite, rather than a luxury only to be enjoyed 
by the privileged. 

However, it is not this more recent history that 
underlies the Polish amusement industry, but rather that 
dating back to pre-war times when the country was 
partitioned between Austria, Germany and Russia. 

The Austrians in the south had a greater tradition of 


entertainment which has persisted to this day with 
leisure activities remaining more dominant in the 
brighter, richer south. For this reason, the larger coin- 
op companies are concentrated here, claiming that 
business in Warsaw, part of the former Russia, is 
practically non-existent. 

In Poland as a whole there are 30 casinos, 78 bingo 
halls and 102 arcade sites. Current estimates of the 
total number of machines in the country stand at 15,000, 
with casino-type machines notching up 2,500 of this 
figure. 

Video games, fighting simulators in the main, are the 
most popular source of entertainment. A brand-new 
cabinet sells for around US$840 but the majority of 
traders deal solely in used goods. In terms of renting, 
prices vary depending on the size of the cabinet and 
the number of games on the mother board, but they 
range from US$50-$70 plus VAT for one month. 
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Customers are now even starting to ask about Neo Geo, 
of which Deith Leisure has just had its first shipment to its 
branches in the Eastern Bloc and France from Japan. The 
indications point to a move in this direction from regular 
PCBs. 

Dedicated video machines are rising in popularity among 
the public, but their expense means that only the big

operators have the opportunity to buy them in. Skill and 
redemption games have no niche here and neither are 
darts or juke boxes popular. The main problem with the 
latter stems from the fact that the present currency has 
no coins, so machines must be token operated. In effect 
they are little more than window-dressing for a site, and 
So operators have difficulty making any profit out of them. 

Billiards and pool attained 
peak popularity in 1989-90, 
when they exploded onto the 
post-communist scene. In 
subsequent years their appeal 
has waned a little and sales 
are now in the process of 
levelling out.

been formed and 8-ball and 9-ball tournaments are held 
frequently, generally six per month. These rely on 
promotional and financial support in the form of 
sponsorship by tobacco companies. 

Although there are no more that 200 professional 
players, around 10,000 play on a casual basis in cafes, 
bars, pubs and hotels. 

The new generation of pinball games are also viewed 
favourably. Tables are situated in a variety of sites and 
many companies are starting to move into this area as a 
Sideline to their core business, chiefly because they 
produce the best income of all machines available. 

A new era in entertainment has certainly begun, but 
not with as much of a swing in its step as was hoped, for 
the government seems wary of inciting too much change 
too quickly.

The Ministry of Finance is the body responsible for 
issuing licences for pay-out machines, which are the main 
bone of contention. A stringent law is exerted on casinos 
and gambling halls but video game, pin table and pool 
and billiard operators have a free hand in the trade they 
wish to conduct. 

The fight for small operators to be able to install AWPs, 
known here as casino-type machines, is a vigorous one. 
Only a limited number of licences to operate pay-out 
machines, a minimum 25 and maximum 50 in any one 
location, are issued to keep tabs on the industry. It is 
forbidden to put such machines anywhere else in Poland. 

One disadvantageous outcome of this that the ministry 
no longer knows exactly how many amusement companies 
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exist, since it is estimated that as many as 50 per cent of 
them evade such control. Before restrictions there were 
10,000 companies in Poland, a figure that has now fallen 
as low as 2,000. 

To set up a gambling hall, an operator must first show 
that he has US$1m in capital.A six month wait while details 
are checked follows before a licence may be issued. From 
a ceiling of 102, just 70 licences are usually distributed 
each year, being either renewed or taken over by another 
company at three year intervals. 

How many casinos can operate in one place depends 
on population. If there are more than 250,000 people in a 
town, one casino is allowed, more than 1m and this 
increases to two. This brings the maximum to 30 in the 
country, although there are another 10 licences allowed 
for coastal 
resorts in the 
north.

The idea behind such legislation is to curb individuals’ 
activities for fear they may have ideas too grand for an 
economy still struggling to extricate itself from the remains 
of acommunist economy. Because arcades aren’t allowed 
to have pay-out machines, they follow a law unto 
themselves and can have just one owner if this is so 
desired. 

It was back in 1976 when the first draft law controlling 
gambling halls through licensing at the discretion of the 
Ministry of Finance came into effect. At that time only state- 
owned companies fell into the right category and only in 
1989 did the ministry start to issue licences to private 
companies, something hitherto unheard of.

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Discussions about casinos 
were initiated and as the 
matter came to parliament the 
pendulum swung the other 
way, resulting in a colossal 45 
per cent gambling tax being 
imposed in December 1992. 

This levy must be paid 
every 10 days, and corporate 
tax of 20 per cent brings the 
ratio of profits to taxes to 1:10. 
ZPR, for instance, will pay 
about US$5m taxes a year. 

Import duty for video 
games, _ pintables’ and 
simulators is equally 
extortionate. There is 25 per 
cent custom duty, six per cent 
border tax, 25 per cent excise 
tax and 22 per cent VAT, which 
was introduced in June ’93. 
The grand total is a staggering 
78 per cent, although there is 
no tax on spares or pool 
tables, but the full quota 
applies for accessories. 

Little wonder then that 
Poland is relatively insular 
when it comes to manu- 
facturing and producing its own games. It also comes as 
no surprise that good games are hard to find and people 
resort to smuggling newer products in from Germany. The 
market's self-sufficiency has even led it to begin to export 
to Russia, which is perceived as a more interesting market 
than the recession-hit west. 

Nevertheless, the budding entrepreneurs are a wiley 
bunch, keen to counter-attack the impositions many feel 
are unjustified. 

Semi-legal practices and differing interpretations of the 
law to bypass restrictions are rife. SWPs fit into rather a 
grey area and have not yet taken root. Opinion is that 
they are considered as pay-out machines and therefore 
liable to restriction, but if they were to be operated in an 
non pay-out manner, then operators wouldn’t be 
contravening the law. Neither can redemption machines 
be operated by small businesses, as they pay out and so 
need a licence, further curtailing small business activities. 

One operator likens events in Poland to gambling in 
New York, which was only legalised after 20 years. This 
doesn’t mean that people didn’t gamble during that time 
and the general consensus is that companies will have to 
make the best of the present situation. 

As many as 95 per cent of operators are believed not 
to be bona fide tax payers and people collude with foreign 
sellers to declare lower prices on imported goods to pay 
less tax. Game copying, however, would not appear to be 
a problem that is beyond control. 
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An extensive security system overviews activities within the casino, run by 
manager Krzysztof Kretowkz. 


Poland is a hard, perhaps impossibly hard, market for 
foreign investors. Self-sufficiency is advocated and Poles 
are adamant they know what they are doing and that 
changes will be on their terms only. They cite the 
Hungarian, Czech and Slovak markets, now overrun by 
Westerners, as examples of how not to do business. 

A law on the exclusion of foreign investors came into 
effect in December 1992, with the effect that games can 
only now be operated by companies registered in Poland 
and totally owned by Poles. As a result the Austrian giant 
Novomatic had to pull out of the country, although not 
before it set up its Novopoland subsidiary. 

Novomatic then gave machines to Novopoland, valuing 
them at around US$45,000, though it has never been 
stated by when these machines have to be paid for. 

As a result Poland has the machines it wants, effectively 
on loan, and 90 per cent of its profits are diverted through 
to Austria for the machines that have ostensibly been sold. 
This circumvents tax and foreign investment restrictions 
and everyone seems happy. The added fact that 
Novopoland is managed by a Mr. Nowotny, an important 
figure in the government, may have something to do with 
the ease with which this was accomplished. 

Another Polish company, Filmotechnika, also has a link 
in this chain. Its machines are supplied by Novopoland, 
whose machines are, in turn, supplied by Novomatic. In 
effect it is therefore paying Austria for the business it does. 
Yet despite finding this loophole, Polish profits aren’t too

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These will deal with manufacturers such as Sega, 
Williams and Sigma, installing brand-new equipment in 
big halls with the help of foreign capital. Dedicated 
machines will feature strongly and within three years this 
could be a reality. 

The four main companies in the country are Warsaw’s 
ZPR, which has at least 60 per cent of the gambling market 
and is expanding into video games, Waldmatic and Show 
in Katowice and Electronic in the north of the country. 

All these companies manufacture, sell, distribute and 
operate amusement machines. Waldmatic is about to enter 
into a joint venture with Deith Leisure, opening arcades in 
Krakow and Warsaw with 80 pieces of equipment. 

Deith Leisure’s Polish subsidiary was set up just outside 
Warsaw in summer 1993. It deals in the sale and lease of 
amusement equipment and spare parts - billiards, pinballs, 
video games and PCBs and is now branching out into 
operating. It has just entered into an agreement with an 
arcade in Gdynia on the north coast. There, a company is 
welcoming Quasar to the country, accompanied by 21 
video games, mostly fighting simulators such as Mortal 
Kombat and Streetfighter. 

All these companies are overshadowed by ZPR, the 
formerly state-controlled operator.

The fact that it holds a near-monopoly in the country is 
a source of great discontent to competitors who feel they 
suffer at its hands. 

ZPR has raised the average price of play and a 
seemingly perfect marriage with the Ministry of Finance 
means that it can continue to dominate with no-one else 
getting a look-in. It is therefore not surprising that the 
company is more than happy with government constraints 
as they stand. Achange in the law and greater freedom of 
both AWPs and SWPs in the market would perhaps permit 
other operators to thrive, reducing ZPR’s hold on the 
market. 

Established in 1949, ZPR was privatised in 1990, being 
taken over by its 900-plus employees. Mr. Benbenek, its 
President, claimed 12 per cent of shares, the other seven 
managers got 21 per cent between them and the workers 
got the rest. 

The company has effectively saturated the market, 
running seven casinos, eight bingo halls and 47 gambling 
halls - all with pay-out machines. After acquiring five new 
licences, new bingo halls are about to be built. 

The company is not allowed to promote its gambling 
activities but with a background in showbusiness it has its 
fingers in almost every area of entertainment: radio, 
theatre, popular music and theme parks, activities which 
subsidise the high cost of running its casinos. 

Contact with foreign companies does occur, but seldom. 
Germany is the main trading country but Poles also dabble 
with Italy and other European countries. Gambling 
machines include products from Bally, Aristocrat and 
Universal. 

The normal practice is for companies to buy new or 
second-hand PCBs and then assemble the cabinets and 
machines themselves. ZPR produces 1,000 machines a 
year, 70 per cent amusement games and the rest pay- 
outs. 

Testing tends to be hit or miss and machines can be 
imported without any technical safety tests. Previously a 
law stated that operators had to be experienced and 
qualified but this has since been revoked. 

No association exists for gambling, but the Association 
of Amusement Operators, based in Katowice was founded 
in 1989. It has 500 members but is practically redundant 
according to operators who Say it offers no assistance to 
the trade. | 

Such frustrations aside, the industry seems fairly settled 
now and a new vitality has arisen. That changes have to 
come slowly is a realisation operators have come to as 
they hope to maintain and stabilise what they already have. 
There is a widespread fear of bankruptcy if they try to 
develop too quickly. 

“It makes no sense to expand. Investing is just a waste 
of money”, says one operator. Another backs this with his 
view that, “we’re just happy to maintain the business, not 
necessarily expand it.” Despite frustration brought about 
by the regulations, on the whole everyone seems pleased 
that there are limitations. Control first, change later is a 


common train of 
thought.

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MUCH gazing at its metaphoric navel has been done by 
the amusement industry regarding the violence in video 
games issue this year. A good deal of this soul searching 
has been instigated by many outside the industry, worse 
still by non-game players. What follows is an evaluation 
of why there is violence in video games and what can be 
done to stem these concerns. 

A quick history lesson. By 1973, Pong, a simulation of 
ping-pong, was regarded as the first financially successful 
video game. Next in the hall of fame came the 1978 
release Space Invaders, described as a mixture of War 
of the Worlds meets Missiles Away (a 1970s coin-op non- 
video amusement game). Finally on this wander down 
Memory Lane is the 1980 Defender, later than the last 
two but still noteworthy, basically described as a 
horizontally scrolling game borrowing from products like 
Space Invaders Deluxe. 

The reason for this quick flush of nostalgia is that such 
games became the foundation of video amusement 
culture. Without these, and a number of other successes, 
this industry would not have progressed. The 
predominance of games that incorporated shooting at 
aliens or mechanical opponents is staggering, as only a 
small percentage depended on dodging obstructions or 
simulating sports activities. It is generally agreed that 
most video amusements follow four classifications: 

Competitive (races with various opponents) 

Combative (direct conflict against multiple opponents) 

Possessive (collection of various items) 

Puzzling (completion of puzzles and tests). 

These factors have evolved over the 20-odd years 
the industry has been in operation to the point that they 
are now recognised under more general headings - Beat- 
‘em-up, Shoot-’em-up, Driving Games, Simulators, 
Sports Games and Puzzle Games. 

Such products have been able to supply a mixed bag 
of playing experiences that have made a number of 
Japanese amusement companies very profitable. 
Recently the market has suffered from a drop in playability 
linked to a dearth of originality in the PCB market, and 
has been gripped by the larger dedicated machines 
featuring simulator-style content. 

The incorporation of violence within the various 
categories has come with the success and diversity of 
video amusement. The better the graphics have become 
the more vivid the depiction of the violence. Be it the 
bloody carnage of Mortal Kombat 2 or the competitive 
collisions of players ramming each other with abandon 
in Daytona. 

Beat-’em-ups are at the pinnacle of concern when 
violence is raised. Take an average year’s products 
released in this category:- 


Technical

Street Fighter Il Champion Edition - Capcom, King of 
Monsters 2 - SNK, Art of Fighting - SNK, Fatal Fury 2 -

A sad fact is that these products show limited diversity 
compared to releases in other categories, but they are 
examples of the big demand for violent products. 

For the player, experience is king. Graphics give a 
heightened experience from the scenario and violence 
is a trigger that allows fantasies to be entered into. Such 
triggers are the stuff of psychiatry, the graphics that give 
mental satisfaction make players come back for more. 
The various ways in which these triggers are incorporated 


_into game development are vital, and how this is achieved 


is worth noting. 


Gratification 

‘For every action there is a reaction,’ is the axiom, 
something true of video games, where players have to 
feel the activity has some subliminal pay back. When 
Chun Lu hits M. Bison in Street Fighter 2, the player 
needs a graphic sign that his move has connected. This 
is achieved by the increased score, but also the sight of 
the opponent flying across the screen, leaving a trail of 
blood that would raise eyebrows on a Japanese whaler. 

The same is true of other games such as racing 
products. It is players that have shaped the way that 
competitive sports products have been developed. The 
way motor racing games allow wanton inter-player 
battles, entering into bumper-car antics that would put 
Michael Schumacher to shame, is unbelievable, as the 
average Formula One racing car can as much handle 
constant collisions as it can drive on diesel. In a similar 
way, the video game sports field has become littered

with fouled opponents to an 
extent that would raise 
concern from even Eric 
Cantona. 

The need for players to 
get thrills out of games goes 
without saying, but it has 
been improvements in 
graphics technology that 
have allowed more violent 
depictions. Also responsible 
is better player interaction 
via improved controls which 


allow the fantasies of the 


competitor to be better 
represented within the 
game. —

game caused concerns to be voiced by consumer groups 
and when SNK released the home version, the colour of 
the blood was changed in a belated attempt to stem 
complaints. 


Satisfaction 

A more disturbing factor to those evaluating violence 
in games is that as well as gratification players also need 
Satisfaction. This is a mixture of enjoyment of the activity 
entered into and the result of a job well done. 

A common complaint about violence in amusement is 
the player enjoys what he is doing. This satisfaction is 
the main reason why players come back for more, as 
without this the whole amusement market would have 
withered away. The player mainly receives satisfaction 
by completing a level, or by vanquishing the guardian of 
that level. 

Players also receive satisfaction during the game as 
they act out fantasies, an extension of activities entered 
into at a younger age when playing with toys. The number 
of items at the Japanese Toy Festival that include guns 
or militaristic references are incredible, pointing to the 
success of gun game amusement titles such as Konami’s 
Lethal Enforcers 2 - Gun Fighters. 

As depicted in recent action film block-busters, the 
discharge and resulting destruction wrought by large and 
powerful weaponry is popular with audiences. Most 
players like to wreak havoc in control of the latest futuristic 
battle craft, or paint the town red touting the largest 


automatic weapon available. The shoot-’em-up category ° 


is a popular theme and one that allows players to destroy 
everything in their path without moral, mental or physical 
consequences. 


External Forces 

Not a direct excitement trigger in the true sense, but a 
factor that directs the way the action of a game is 
depicted, is licensing. With a decrease in product 
originality it has proven easier for major manufacturers 
to acquire ideas from other sources. Films such as 
Terminator 2, Batman, Aliens, Jurassic Park, and now 
the latest block-buster True Lies. All these films include 
copious violence, much of it deemed unsuitable for 
younger viewers. 

The depiction of violence in most modern films is 
stylised, something that games designers have borrowed 


Technical 


for amusement titles. There is no excuse for the video 
amusement industry to emulate violence on the big 
screen, but it is also unfair to single out the amusement 
industry as a corrupter of youth. 

This leads to a disturbing factor of video entertainment. 
A video amusement player is able to view a PG (Parental 
Guidance) or higher certificated film, but can also play 
the game of the film, which is uncertificated. The 
consumer industry, having had a gun put to its head on 
this point, has entered into a hastily-contrived plan for 
certification to put a lid on concerns. The amusement 
industry, especially in Europe, is in no better positon, 
with manufacturers having to implement a self-censorship 
policy that is always under criticism. 

The consumer market, even though it has entered into 
self-certification, has recently reached a watershed. 
Previous observations of the market charted its move 
from a fad to a mature market supplying products for 
children as well as adults. With this came certification, 
or product classification, as it became known when put 
into operation in the UK at the beginning of September. 
What has happened is that all computer and video games 
now supposedly carry an age suitability rating, with four 
groups created. The groups are up to 10 years of age, 
the second 11-14, the third 15-17 and finally 18+. 

No real information exists about how the future crop 
of consumer games will be positioned regarding 
suitability, or what guidelines will be employed, but a move 
has been made and the hope is for appeasement. The 
industry is now able to produce products for a more 
clearly adult market. This fact was brought home with 
the arrival of a single US game title, DOOM, by id 
Software. 

Seen as the most technically advanced product of 
1994, the game marked a time of change with an 
Originality in consumer entertainment, but also an 
acceptance of violence in its right place. It involves players 
moving around the halls of hell, defending themselves 
with a variety of powerful weapons. The representation 
of chainsaws and explosives and their effects against 
human and monster opponents is very graphic, but the 
success of the product among adults has led to a 
backlash against tame storylines on previous products.

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Again technology, this time in the consumer field, has 
allowed better graphical representation and so a hoard 
of products with an adult content have become possible. 
An interesting situation has arisen with a demand for 
more adult products from the mature player, now that 
certification exists for distributors to follow. This benefit 
may be an example for the amusement market to 
consider if ever forced into this position. 

The need for violence in video games to offer a more 
engrossing experience can be seen clearly from the 
examples highlighted. But just because the graphics have 
improved does it mean that the violence has to increase 
to the same intensity? The amusement industry has 
internally altered its perspective towards a more mature 
playing audience, now designing products to suit 
particular tastes. 

The concern for the European market is that we import 
99 per cent of all video entertaiment, products created 
for that audience. The Japanese youth market depends 
on comic and film sources that are much more violent in 
content than European alternatives. This diet of designer 
violence can be seen in the adaptation of comics into 
amusement titles, such as Capcom’s Street Fighter || 
Turbo. 


Technical 


Players are more discerning regarding the games they 
play, demanding a more immersive environment and the 
best of technology. Clearly the better the depiction of 
action and excitement within the games to come, the 
more players such games will attract. But there are limits 
to the immersion within achievable scenarios, even with 
the best 2D technology. 

The advent of VR 3D technology has increased the 
immersive nature of games and opened a completely 
new Pandora’s box of concern about violence. Following 
the success of Virtua Fighting by Sega, the player has 
seen that action and excitement can be raised to new 
levels. As Virtua Fighter 2 is rumoured to have an 
outstanding fighting arena, placing the player in the heart 
of the action, the concern is how VR gore will be received 
by parties keen to legislate our market. 

What the video amusement industry will have to 
achieve is an appropriate mix of graphic violence and 
excitement, if we are not to have legislation forced upon 
us from external parties.

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Caer machine sales in Poland have shown a 
slight fall recently, however, a gradual recovery is 
expected and sales should improve over the next 12- 
18 months. 

In 1993, imports of coin-op equipment by Poland 
amounted to around US$4m from leading western 
suppliers. This compared with about US$5m in 1992 
and a similar total for 1991. These figures are still 
provisional but there was some downturn in activity in 
the coin operated sector in the last year. 

Statistics for the coin-op industry, which should be 
treated with care, relate to leading manufacturers’ 
exports to Poland. Sales by European suppliers have 
been taken into account as well as those for North 
American firms. In addition, deliveries by some Far 
Eastern countries have also been assessed, though 
their sales in this field are believed to be limited. 

Unfortunately, some statistics are not up-to-date and 
relate to broad product headings. However, estimates 
have been provided for 1993 as well as for 1994. The 
main groupings in the statistics relate to juke boxes 
and pool tables as well as games. Some breakdowns 
are available, though in many cases details of certain 
products are difficult to obtain. 

Figures are in US dollars to make the survey more 
meaningful from an international point of view. This 
may create problems in view of currency fluctuations, 
especially in the short term, but over the longer term, 
any discrepancies are likely to have been smoothed 
out, having limited impact on the relevant statistics. 


ECONOMIC BACKGROUND 

It is reckoned that 1992 and 1993 were difficult for 
the Polish economy, though it had begun to stabilise 
in that period. In 1990 and 1991 asevere fall in activity 
followed sweeping political change which liberalised 
the economy and encouraged private enterprise. In 
1992, GDP grew by only 1 per cent following a fall of 
nearly 10 per cent in the previous year, while in 1993 
a slight speeding up took place. 

Poland has been hit hard by inflation, rampant since 
1990. Prices went up by about 70 per cent in 1991 
followed by an increase of between 35 and 40 per 
cent per annum in the following two years. Moreover, 
Poland has been suffering from a significant trade 
imbalance amounting to around US$3,000m per year,

while its external debt in terms of hard currency moved 
up to more than US$50,000m by 1993. 

Reforms introduced by the authorities are beginning 
to bear fruit as private enterprise makes headway. 
Exports are being boosted, while capital investment is 
also rising steadily. By the end of 1993 economic 
recovery was well under way and continued during 1994. 


TRENDS IN 1992 

In 1992, imports of juke boxes from the west were 
negligible. It is possible that Poland had been importing 
them from Eastern European countries though it is 
impossible to monitor this with any precision. The 
collected figures are not comprehensive, relating only 
to western sources, so that data may underestimate 
the true position. Additionally, internal production of 
games and juke boxes may occur, though information 
is quite scanty.

US$200,000, while those by the UK nearly halved to 
around US$100,000 in this period. Italian deliveries 
were markedly lower, dropping from US$100,000 to 
less than US$70,000 in 1993. 

Polish imports of games showed a useful rise, 
improving by 50 per cent to US$3.6m in 1993. The 
figures were boosted by strong sales from Holland, 
whose deliveries amounted to US$2.6m from less than 
US$200,000 in 1992. UK exports were nearly 40 per 
cent higher at US$190,000, while Austria’s fell by 20 
per cent to around US$400,000 in 1993.

Dutch deliveries 
moved up to over US$110,000, though Germany 
dropped to US$40,000 from over US$120,000. UK sales 
were steady at US$50,000. 

There was an active trade in spares for games 
machines though the 1993 value was lower, dropping 
from US$360,000 to US$280,000 from EU countries. 
Dutch deliveries were higher, reaching US$115,000 in 
1993 against US$40,000 in 1992. UK sales were steady 
at around US$70,000. but Germany and Italy were under 
some pressure. 

For pinball the trend in Poland has been lower, sales 
by EU countries dropped from US$1 70,000 to less than 
US$55,000 in 1993. Germany had a significant share, 
but its deliveries also declined to US$35,000 from over 
US$100,000 in 1992. 


LATEST TRENDS 

Statistics for 1994 indicate a mixed picture. In the 
first five months of 1994 US coin-op exports dropped 
to less than US$25,000 from more than US$100,000 in 
the same period in 1993. However, Dutch sales have 
made good progress, jumping to over US$1m in the 
first three months of 1994 from less than US$100,000 
in 1993. UK deliveries made headway, moving to over 
US$100,000 in the first quarter. 

A mixed trend is reported for sales of pool tables, 
which were lower at the beginning of 1994. However, 
machine spares have risen steadily, especially from 
Holland and the UK. 


OUTLOOK FOR TRADE 

It is difficult to make any precise estimates for sales 
of coin-op equipment in Poland during 1994. However, 
it appears that a revival began in the first half of the 
year, helped by a better economy. 

The Polish economy is estimated to be expanding by 
around 3.5 per cent in 1994 with industrial output moving 
up by 5 per cent in that period. Fixed capital investment 
has also improved, growing by nearly 4 per cent. 

Inflation has continued to be a problem, as _ prices 
have risen by nearly 30 per cent during 1994. The 
country has also been short of hard currency and the 
current trading account remains firmly in the red. 

On the whole, it appears that economic activity has 
been showing signs of improvement, recording a slight 
acceleration during 1994. This should continue during 
1995, resulting in higher demand for coin-op machines. 
lt is estimated that Polish imports for this sector may be

around US$5m in 1994 and could increase to over 
US$7m in 1995, assuming that economic expansion 
can be sustained. 

The Polish government is undertaking a sensible 
economic and political policy which seems to be paying 
off. There is a feeling of increasing confidence within 
Poland and, if the current reforms can continue, it is 
likely that the economy will be poised for a useful 
expansion over the medium term. This will benefit the 
coin-op sector, as consumers will have more money 
available to increase spending in many areas, including 
the amusement industry.

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lrs a sign of the times, in Europe at least, that 
a UK company making theft alarms for coin 
machines is enjoying escalating sales of its 
products. 

Secom (Europe) Ltd., a specialist security and 
communications group based in the north of 
England, was formed in September last year to 
focus on the development of an electronic alarm 
aimed at the gaming and vending industries. 

The increase in vandalism and theft from 
machines has spawned a multitude of counter 
measures, including the fitting of ugly security 
bars - ugly, that is, in the eyes of the brewers in 
whose pubs they are sited. 

Development of the Secom alarm began in 
September of 1992 following a market survey 
which established the requirement. A period of 
investigation followed into how such a device 
would be used and what specific features were 
needed. 

At this point, a preliminary specification was 
produced and the next stage, finding a suitable 
company to produce the device, began. 

Following extensive investigation of 
manufacturers of electronic security equipment 
in many parts of the world, a decision was made 
in April, 1993, to collaborate with Weyrad, a UK 
company based in Weymouth, Dorset. 

The initial prototypes of the unit, named the 
Secom 2000, were produced in October last year. 
The original concept, the Mark |, was a stand- 
alone unit which did not require an external power 
supply, was easy to install and avoided false 
alarm problems. 

The major features of the model were a 
standard nine volt battery giving about one year's 
operation and continuous 24-hour cover, a double 
knock feature to overcome the false alarm 
problem, automatic re-arming and protection of 
all points of entry to the machine. 

After meetings with major distributors in the 
UK, such as Stretton, Music Hire Group and Bass

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GREW up in Coney Island, where my father had a stall 
on the boardwalk at which people had to shoot three milk 
bottles off a shelf. They had a big earthquake in Coney Island, 
every building was flattened and there was rubble everywhere, 
but the only things left standing were those three milk bottles.” 

Here Woody Allen reflects ideas long held on both sides of 
the Atlantic about fairground games stalls; they may be good 
for a laugh, but one should forget about winning. Who would 
- want such tacky prizes that look as if they have been on the 
shelves far too long? 

Times have changed and a revolution in this area is now 
spreading worldwide. 

It first began in large US theme parks, which began to 
consider that more people might play such games if the prizes 
were desirable. Marketing experts took this further, pointing 
out that more people might play if they saw others winning 
better prizes. If both factors were introduced, it was suggested, 
customers would have more fun and be more likely to come 
back again. This was soon confirmed when they were put into 
practice. 

Today at any of the major US parks one can see high quality 
games operations that function as important, integral parts of 
the whole. 

A low volume/high margin business with a rotten reputation 
has been transformed into one which is high volume/low 
margin, with a sparkling new image and plenty of happy 
customers. Furthermore, parks will be only too happy to point 
out additional increases in per capita spending. 

One of the first UK operators to adopt the US approach 
and consequently now one of the biggest midway games 
operators in the country is HB Leisure Ltd., of Llandudno, 
Wales. 

The company, led by Tim Batstone, an early pioneer of the 
redemption arcade concept, now runs games operations in 
Blackpool’s Tower World and its North and Central Piers, 
Drayton Manor Park, Flamingo Land, Great Yarmouth Pleasure 
Beach and a number of other sites. 

As the company’s Games Director, Martin Fiennes, 
explained: “As a specialist games operator we can increase 
revenue from any park's games, while at the same time making 
a reasonable return for ourselves, even after taking the costs 
of the construction and installation into account.” 

“Obviously no park wants its customers going away feeling 
they have been ripped off on a rigged game. What they need 
is fair games, plenty of winners and, most importantly, the 
opportunity for these winners to be seen by all the other visitors 
to the park. 

“All our prizes are of good quality and highly visible to the 
players. Walk around our parks on a busy day and you will 
see sO many prizes being carried you might think nearly 
everyone in the park was a winner. 

“Quite simply, we want people to think ‘hey, if they can win 
that, then so can |,’ because they'll be right.”

lf HB Leisure is to invest in buildings, games and systems 
management it reckons that a minimum of 200,000 visitors a 
year is necessary. | 

“Any less than this,” says Mr. Fiennes, “and an operation 
is probably better off putting in its own games and staff, while 
taking specialist advice on their proper operation. 

“As with any retail operation, and after all this is basically 
another method of fun retailing, the key is location. 

"You have to be in the right place to maximise visitor flow 
past a games area without disrupting the more general visitor 
movement around the park as a whole. Beyond this, it is a 
matter of experience combined with good cash control and 
very hands-on management.” 

HB Leisure admits to getting some of its ideas from the 
US: “The quality of displays, standards and staff attitudes 
are so impressive in the good American parks,” says Mr. 
Batstone. “However, at the end of the day that is a different 
market and the results we have achieved in the UK have been 
down to hard graft. 

“That means working all the games ourselves and evolving 
techniques to maximise revenue on each game and instilling 
these into our staff.” 

So where do Mr. Batstone and Mr. Fiennes see the market 
going next? 

“The UK market is still some way from being mature, and 
soft toy manufacturers should find demand for midway prizes 
growing at around 20 per cent a year for the next few years. 

“We believe that the wider European market is now at the 
same stage as the UK three years ago, which will provide 
further opportunites.”

highlights the 
difficulties confronting 
the Japanese industry 


HE amusement industry in Japan is facing problems. 
And, as a consequence, so is the industry throughout the 
rest of the world. 

Historically the launch pad for the latest and greatest 
products the video games manufacturers have to offer, 
this year’s JAMMA show, held from September 21-23 at 
the Makuhari Messe, Tokyo, was somewhat disappointing. 

The continuing recession, coupled with the strong yen, 
has taken its toll on the business in Japan and it’s beginning 
to show. In recent years JAMMA has seen a move to the 
launch of more and more high tech games which have 
shown off the industry’s capablities. 

This trend, however, has now come to an abrupt end. 
Operators simply can’t afford them and the manufacturers 
seem to be almost back-tracking in a bid to create 
affordable games which will help to revive the flagging 
fortunes of the business.

In his opening address to the exhibition, JAMMA 
President and Sega Chairman, Hayao Nakayama, said 
he was confident the industry’s fortunes would improve in 
the coming year. This, though, did not seem to be an 
opinion shared by the majority of operators visiting the 
show. The fact is that there was little in the way of games 
that were radically new, an obvious cause of concern. 

Arguably the most exciting product on display (certainly 
the one which attracted the most attention) was Konami’s 
Speed Kings, a hydraulically-powered, two-seater 
simulator, different to anything currently on the market. 
With rumours that Speed Kings will cost in excess of 
$US100,000 though, the market for the product will be 
somewhat limited. 

Konami undoubtedly has a winning product, however, 
with International Soccer Superstars, hailed by many 
visitors as the best value-for-money game to be jaunched 
at JAMMA. 

For Sega, the main focus was on the latest additions to 
its Virtua range - Virtua Cop and Virtua Fighters 2. While 
Virtua Cop received a mixed, but generally positive, 
response, Virtua Fighters 2 generated a lot of enthusiasm. 
Although not confirmed, the game has reputedly been 
earning up to US$1,000 per day on confidential site test 
in Yokohama. 

While Sega effectively departed the waning PCB market 
a number of years ago, the company chose JAMMA to

launch Titian, agames system the company claims is way 
ahead of anything else currently available. The Titian 
system has polygon and CG graphics capabilities (used 
in the Virtua range) and Sega plans to launch a game for 
Titian every four to six weeks. 

A spokesperson for Sega stated: “The Titian system will 
offer high technology games at a relatively low cost. That’s 
what we’re striving for.” 

While undoubtedly drawing upon its success in the 
consumer side of the business, Sega’s move into this 
territory with coin-op is certainly a sign of the times. 

With Japanese operators more conscious than ever 
about purchasing value-for-money products, SNK has

continued to increase its market share with the long- 
running Neo Geo system. Now in its fourth year, Neo Geo 
is still going from strength to strength. SNK’s philosophy 
is simple - to manufacture high quality games at low cost. 
While there were no less than seven games launched for 
Neo Geo at JAMMA, the accolades undoubtedly went to 
Samurai Spirits 2. 

Taito also launched games for its own 32-bit system, 
namely Power Spikes 2, in addition to Kaiser Knuckle and 
Bubble Symphony. The company also chose JAMMA to 
launch a slightly updated version of Space Invaders, one 
of the most successful video games of the early eighties. 


One of the most high-tech pieces of equipment to 
be launched at JAMMA - Konami Speed King. 
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That Taito has chosen to relaunch the game, though, 
indicates the problems facing manufacturers at present. 

A driving game with a difference, Taito’s Chase Bomber 
is aimed at attracting a wider audience to this popular med- 
ium. With the majority of driving games currently appealing 
primarily to young males, Taito is hoping that Chase 
Bomber will prove popular with males and females alike. 
The company also used JAMMA to give visitors a taste of 
its Virtual Vision technology. This is still under development, 
with a game expected to be launched around February. 

With soccer gaining popularity at a rapid pace in Japan 
thanks to the J-League, Jaleco’s main product launch was 
World Soccer, a game in which players have to score 
penalties playing against the computer. With soccer 
popular throughout Europe, the game should have a good 
potential market. The reception of the game by the 
Japanese operators was generally good. 

With Ridge Racer one of the most successful driving 
games of the year, recently followed by Ridge Racer 2 
(out on site in Japan for three months now), Namco has 
continued to place its faith in the driving games market 
with Ace Driver. Although some operators stated their belief 
that Ace Driver is slightly stronger than Sega’s Daytona, 
which has been performing well for many months, there is 
concern that it isn’t different enough to make a marked 
impact. 

Overall, visitors to JAMMA were less than impressed. 
Fighting, driving and shooting games continue to dominate 
the scene and there is a definite lack of real creativity. 

The video games market is also suffering as “medal” 
games continue to proliferate at an incredible rate. With 
gambling games illegal in Japan, operators are reaping 
profits with medal games - which are about as close as 
you can get. Officially, only medals can be used to play 
the games and only medals can be won. Bult, naturally, 
there are anumber of operators who are bending the rules. 
More manufacturers than ever this year displayed medal 
games at JAMMA, with reports that these games at 
present can account for up to 60 per cent of an operator’s 
income.

Although officially legal, the growth of this sector is 
causing problems. The video games business has naturally 
suffered as the medal games business has boomed to a 
value of around $US125m. Additionally, concern over 
potential problems has led to the rumour that the operators’ 
union, the AOU, has formed a task group to focus on the 
medal games issue. 

Regardless of what the AOU’s conclusions might be, 
however, there is probably little it could do to affect the 
growth of this business. While any games that can earn 
money for the Japanese operators at present are desirable, 
there is a general belief that medal games are ruining the 
business as the investment is not being put into games 
for the worldwide markets. 

JAMMA 1994 will not be remembered as a high spot for 
the Japanese manufacturers. There is a great deal of 
uncertainty about which direction in which the video games 
business should be moving and the exhibition failed to 
provide any real answers. 

One thing that is clear is that the manufacturers cannot 
continue to rely solely on technological improvements to 
sell machines. Japanese operators are demanding value- 
for-money games, but there is also a desperate need for 
new ideas. This is where the major companies must now 
focus their attention.

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HALEXPO, the trade show for the Greek coin-op 
amusement industry, took place in Thessaloniki, from 
September 9 to 12.

MOA’94, held at the SanAntonio Convention Centre 
from September 22-24, could, and should, have been an 
excellent show. The talk leading up to the event hinted 
that all the right ingredients would be in place - lots of new 
games and some innovative developments in the field of 
video. Unfortunately, that potential was not realised, 
resulting in a show that was good - but not that good. 

There was much anticipation regarding Data East’s 
Tattoo Assassins and Williams’ Cruisin’ USA, both cited 
as strong, potential winners. While both games were good, 
there were probably too many question marks as to their 
viability in the world market place. That seemed to set the 
benchmark for AMOA ’94, with the inevitable question 
being asked - just how far can fighting and racing games 

0? 

So why didn’t the show live up to expectations? In real 
terms it was lacking spark and energy, two vital ingredients 
for an event of such pedigree and standing. One positive 
factor illustrated at AMOA, however, was the strength of 
pinball and novelty/redemption, with most exhibitors in 
those fields speaking of a burgeoning US and worldwide 
market for such products.

The major complaint among visitors was the actual 
pricing of products. Nothing new under the sun there, of 
course, but the subject was prominent in most people’s 
minds throughout the show. 

To say that one particular machine was the star of AMOA 
would be, to some extent, unfair, as there were many 
games that were equally good. Namco’s Ace Driver was a 
popular draw, complementing its strong range of video 
and redemption products. Sega had Virtua Racing 2 and 
a host of VR-type products, including Desert Tank, Virtua 
Cop and Wing War. 
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Namco's Ace Driver drew a fantastic response at 
AMOA ’94. 


One of the surprise attractions at AMOA was provided 
by British company Sound Leisure, whose Spida Strika 
redemption game took up residence on the stand of Time 
Warner Interactive. The interest generated in the game, 
licensed by Lordsvale Leisure, was phenomenal to say 
the least. 

There was plenty in the way of new pinball products, 
with games forthcoming from all the top manufacturers. 
Bally Williams had Corvette and Red and Ted’s Roadshow, 
Data East had Maverick and Premier showed its Nightmare 
on Elm Street. 

Konami US had a great deal to offer visitors with games 
such as Crazy Cross, Soccer, Pirates, Bingo Magic and a

topic of conversation this year was Sega’s acquisition of 
Data East Pinball. Data East’s Gary Stern spoke at the 
company’s distributor meeting on the evening before the 
show, stating that things would remain largely unchanged 
in the face of the takeover. He commented that all Data 
East’s distributors would remain the same and that all 
products would still only be handled by official Data East 
distributors.

That said, the presence of the Tattoo Assassins video 
game on the Data East stand did start tongues wagging 
that there may be more to the deal than meets the eye. 

The overall mood of exhibitors could be described as 
buoyant, bordering on optimistic. Brad McAvoy of Smart 
Industries echoed that feeling, commenting that the US 
redemption market was “increasing tremendously” . The 
company had something of a “first” on its stand in the 
form of the Smart Redemption Centre, a unit which takes 
barcoded redemption tickets, automatically shreds them 
and vends prizes, thus negating the need for a manned 
redemption counter. The reaction to the product was, 
typically, “why didn’t anyone else think of that”? 

AMOA would not be complete without an extensive array 
of music products. That sector was catered for with its 
very own area called Juke Box Alley, given over to all the 
top-flight manufacturers in that sector.

CF sasneanees monitor manufacturer Pentranic 
has targeted the amusement industry worldwide as a 
major growth area for its products. 

With markets such as Australia and North America 
growing rapidly in the amusements sector, the com- 
pany is about to open a subsidiary company, Pentranic 
Europe Lid., to distribute its monitors throughout the 
lucrative European continent. 

Pentranic is a relative newcomer to the monitor manu- 


facturing industry, having begun producing monitors 


only six years ago. Of course, its experience in this 
sector goes back a lot further, with the first big area of 
growth being the supply of colour tubes for monitors 
and television sets. 

Pentranic President James Lee stated: “China was 
our first really big market in the supply of colour picture 
tubes. We had the expertise and the product to meet a 
huge unfulfilled demand.” 

With around 9.5m colour televisions sold in China in 
1987 alone, Pentranic was well placed to capitalise on 
this opportunity. It was around this point that the com- 
pany decided to manufacture complete monitors itself. 

“We carried out extensive research,” confirmed Mr. 
Lee, “and decided we wanted to build a monitor from 
the chassis up. We also looked closely at the charac- 
teristics of existing monitors in the market place.” 

Monitors, of course, have far wider applications than 
the amusement industry, although this business has 
been a good hunting ground for the manufacturers 
since the advent of the video game. Competition is 
fierce, so what can Pentranic offer that other suppliers 
can't? 

“No two monitors are the same,” stated Mr. Lee, “and 
we are extremely confident in our products.” He added: 
“The market is certainly competitive, but there is still a 
lot of room to manoeuvre. We provide high quality 
products at competitive prices. We are also completely 
flexible and are happy to supply customised monitors 
if the customers requires this service. This takes a lit- 
tle extra effort on our part but we care about how the 
product performs.” 

The Pentranic range currently includes the Series 
1000 and Series 2000 monitors. The series 1000 is 
effectively inexpensive, yet functional and reliable, while 
the Series 2000 is fully integrated and state-of-the-art.

Although based in Canada, with an additional manu- 
facturing plant in the US, it is overseas that Pentranic 
has so far made its mark. Australia, in particular, has 
been a strong market since Pentranic first exhibited 
at a trade show there. The fact that the firm also manu- 


_factures monitors specifically suited to that market has 


proven a bonus. Mr. Lee commented: “I think we are 
the only manufacturer to produce monitors specifically 
for Australia. What a lot of people don’t realise is that 
monitors are subject to different magnetic fields in dif- 
ferent parts of the world which can greatly effect the 
picture quality. 

“At Pentranic we have the technology and the ex- 
pertise to build for specific markets.” 

Pentranic is now gaining strength in the North Ameri- 
can market. “In the US we have kept a relatively low 
profile,” said Mr. Lee. “We have allowed the products 
to build a name for themselves and we are now find- 
ing that some of the big names in the industry are 
coming to us.” 

As one of the hotbeds for the amusement and gam- 
ing industries worldwide, Europe has naturally been 
on the Pentranic “hit list” for some time - and the open- 
ing last month of its European subsidiary in Glasgow, 
Scotland, should provide the platform needed by the 
firm to exploit this market. 

Pentranic Europe Ltd., partly owned by Pentranic 
Inc., and is headed by Ali Murray, Asif Habib and Allan 
Ewart. The three entrepreneurs have been working 
for 12 months with Pentranic Inc., to establish the 
European base. “We all had a great feeling right away 
about Pentranic,” stated Ali Murray. “We jumped on a 
plane to the Pentranic headquarters and within 24 
hours there developed a real willingness to work to- 
gether.” 

Although proven professionals, the three have no 
previous experience working with, or in, the amuse- 
ment industry, so what makes them believe they can 
succeed in a notoriously incestuous business? 

“We know it will be difficult to penetrate the UK and 
European markets,” stated Ali Murray, “and we are 
already anticipating serious competitor reaction to our 
entry into this area. But this is no more than we ex- 
pected and we are all quietly confident. 

“The bottom line is the product, and we know the 
product is right.”

Very quickly, the UK will be used as an independent 
manufacturing base for Pentranic monitors, although 
the firm is to take developments one step at a time. 
“The move to manufacturing must be a natural pro- 
gression,” confirmed Mr. Murray. 

As the main application for amusement industry 
monitors is for video games, isn’t the company per- 
turbed by the continuing downward trend in this sec- 
tor of the business? Mr. Lee answered: “We realise 
that the video games industry - particularly in Europe, 
Asia and the USA - is on a downward shift, but there 
are always new opportunities and emerging markets. 
The gaming industry is developing at a rapid pace 


throughout many countries and this will present new 
opportunities for us.” 

Mr. Lee anticipates monitors playing an increasingly 
important role as gaming machines become more so- 
phisticated, stating: “We will listen to what people tell 
us and meet whatever requirements manufacturers 
of gaming machines demand.” 

Quietly confident is probably an understatement of 
the attitude held by the Pentranic group, with the team 
heading the European office gearing themselves for 
success. “Pentranic’s great quality” concluded Mr. 
Murray, “is that it really cares about the products. It is 
this aspect which gives us a lot of confidence.”

‘LET IT RIDE’ ON VIDEO 


ANNOUNCED at the World Gaming Congress was an agreement between Bally 
Gaming Inc. and Shuffle Master Inc. to manufacture and market a casino video 
version of Shuffle Master Inc.’s table game, Let It Ride. 

The Let It Ride game, which is based on five-card stud poker, takes its name 
from its game play, in which the player deposits three bets with three cards 
initially dealt face up. The player can let his or her bets ‘ride’ at each interval while 
the remaining two cards are turned over. 

According to Bally Gaming, the game will soon be available as a model in its 
new Game Maker multi-game touch screen machine, which allows casino 
operators to feature up to 10 casino games on each machine. In conjunction with 
the agreement, Bally Gaming will design and manufacture several versions of 
video Let It Ride for Shuffle Master, and will receive certain exclusive rights to 
the game for its new Game Maker machine.

Florida 

POLITICAL consultant Douglas 
Gueizloe, leading the drive for locally 
approved gaming, was arrested in 
Orlando in July and charged with 
mishandling funds in a prior re- 
election campaign. Bally’s Casino 
Holdings of Chicago had hired his 
company, Advantage Consultants, 
Inc., to oversee the unsuccessful 
proposal for 20 casinos in hotels and 
riverboats across the state. Mr. 
Guetzloe was scheduled for 
arraignment on felony charges. 

Only one casino proposal will 
appear on the November ballot if the 
Florida Supreme Court approves the 
language of the Proposal for Limited 
Casinos. Attorney General Bob 
Butterworth has adamantly opposed 
casino gambling and claims the 
wording is too vague and violates 
specific laws requiring amendments 
to pertain to a single subject. 

If the court rejects the proposal’s 
language, it will not appear on the 
ballot. Mr. Butterworth must request 
a language review if 10 per cent of 
the required 429,428 petition 
signatures can be verified. 

Governor Lawnton Chiles and the 
Florida cabinet unanimously drafted 
an official anti-casino resolution. He 
said that the cabinet sees casinos as 
a “false and shallow promise about 
Florida’s future.” 

Another threat to the smooth 
passage of gaming legislation is the 
governor’s race itself. Three of the 
candidates have publicly condemned 
legalised gambling for Florida. 

Political analysts predict this will 
send a strong message to voters to 
reject any gaming proposal in 
November. 


Missouri 
THE Missouri Gaming, Commision 
and four government agencies are 
investigating House Speaker Bob 
Griffin for possible violation of state 
gambling statutes. 

Mr. Griffin is accused of negotiating 
a 20 per cent casino ownership share 
from Sahara Gaming Corporation, 
Las Vegas for Public Issue 
Management (PIM), a campaign 
management company. —

PROBLEMS PLAGUE 
LEGALISATION 


Letters Mr. Griffin allegedly wrote to Sahara imply that they would have 
difficulty obtaining a licence without PIM’s assistance. The 20 per cent, a $16m 
bonus, would reward PIM for successfully representing Sahara in its bid to 
develop a casino in Parkville, near Kansas City. 

The FBI, the Attorney General’s office and the Gaming Commision are 
investigating whether it was a criminal violation of Mr. Griffin’s position as 
Missouri’s top legislator. He claims he was merely fulfilling his obligations as a 
hired attorney on behalf of his client. 

Since then, the August vote in Parkville tied at 579 for and 579 against, 
meaning an automatic defeat for the project. 


Texas 
REPUBLICAN George W. Bush, son of the former president, is running for 
governor of Texas. The Republican Party’s platform is anti-gaming. Mr. Bush’s 
partner in the Texas Rangers baseball team is Richard Rainwater. Word leaked 
out that Mr. Rainwater, who donated $100,000 to Bush’s campaign, has financial 
interests in a casino company. He also allegedly met with incumbent governor 
Ann Richard’s top aide to promote gambling expansion in Texas. 

Texas Democrats charged Mr. Rainwater with violating the rules of professional 
baseball, and attacked Mr. Bush for taking the contribution. Mr. Bush denied 
knowing anything about such actions. 


Wisconsin 
FOX Hills Casino Management withdrew its application for a gaming licence for 
a Mishcot resort after the FBI raided the offices of Yellownhammer, an affiliate 
company. Yellowhammer planned to convert the Fox Hills All Season Resort into 
an Indian casino. 

Yellowhammer is under investigation for possible violations of Indian and 
Montana gambling laws, mail and wire fraud and interstate travel in aid of 
racketeering to promote illegal gambling. 


STATE LEGISLATIVE UPDATES 


Alaska - The governor vetoed S.B. 370 in June, which would have legalised 
gaming aboard cruise ships in Alaskan waters. He strongly criticised efforts 
to increase gambling through any means in the state. 


California - Assembly Bill 2803 passed, but was held back for reconsideration. 
This creates a seven-member California Gambling Control Commission to 
regulate gaming. A new Division of Gambling Control within the state Justice 
Department would investigate and regulate enforcement of controlled 
gaming activity in California. 


Colorado - The entire state will vote on Amendment 13 in the November 
election. This would legalise gambling in Manitou Springs, a town just east 
of Pike’s Peak and five miles south of Colorado Springs. If passed, it 
overrides a two-year-old constitutional provision requiring a majority vote by 
people affected. The 4,500 residents have twice defeated such a measure, 
most recently by an 88.7 per cent negative vote. Other parts of the 
amendment include: 

A monopoly by five sponsors on up to 10, 000 gaming tables and slot 
machines. 

Dropping the tax on new gambling ventures from the 40 per cent required 
from the three towns where it presently exists, to 15 per cent. 

Legalising slot machines in airports in the state. Supporters estimate 16

(Washington DC) - Initiative 48, 
the “District of Columbia 
Riverboat Gaming Initiative of 
1994” failed to obtain 16,000 
registered voters signatures.

Florida - Proposition for Limited 
Casinos petition sponsors have 
obtained 441,440 signatures | 
needed for inclusion on the 
November 8 ballot. The measure 
permits casinos in 12 hotels, five 
riverboats and all 30 parimutuel 
operations statewide. 


lilinois - A senate amendment 
to H.B. 2150 would amend the 
Illinois Riverboat Gambling Act 
to authorize the Illinois Gaming 
Board to issue 10 additional 
riverboat gaming licenses. Each 
licence, valid for 10 years, would 
allow two vessels per licence. 
Approved applicants would then 
have to bid for licenses. The 
prohibition against issuing a 
licence within a county with more 
than three million residents would 
be lifted. However, any applicant 
for those regions would be 
required to prove that at least 25 
per cent of the total dollar contract 
amounts be awarded to minority- 
owned businesses and at least 5 
per cent to female-owned 
companies. 

Dockside gaming will be 
allowed where safety and 
security would be at risk from 
setting sail. Gangplanks would 
be raised at the beginning of 
each simulated voyage with entry 
denied until the end of each 
simulated cruise. 

The new criteria only would 
apply to the 10 new licensees, 
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but as these licences expire or are terminated, new ones would be awarded 
in accordance with the new regulations. The legislature reconvenes to vote 
on November 10. 


indiana - A Porter County Superior Court judge has ruled that two sections 
of Indiana Riverboat gaming law are unconstitutional. He ordered the 
Gaming Commission to cease all activity related to the licensing of gaming 
vessels until the legislature amends the law to conform to the constitution, 
or until the Indiana Supreme Court overrules the decision on the appeal. 

Judge Roger Bradford ruled that the two sections of the Indiana Code that 
establish population classifications violate the constitution. In June he 
granted a partial stay, allowing the commission to proceed with a preliminary 
background check pending appeal. 

The case immediately went to the Supreme Court on appeal, and the 
Court granted a partial stay of the lower court order on July 11. The 
commission may hold hearings, but may not issue licenses. Oral renee 
were heard on August 30, without an immediate decision. 


lowa- lowa voters approved a referendum eliminating the previous $5 
maximum bet and $200 loss limits. Additional changes require only one daily 
Sailing and free admission, along with an open boarding process. Sailing on 
Saturday and Sunday is optional, maximising customer traffic while dockside. 


Louisiana - The House of Representatives overwhelmingly supported 
House Resolution 9 in June, prohibiting riverboat gaming in the historic 
French Quarter of New Orleans. 

The Louisiana Riverboat Gaming Commission lifted the 90 minute lockout 
requirement for riverboats docked due to weather or water conditions. 
Passengers may now board at any time during a scheduled gaming session. 


Massachussetts - The state budget for the next fiscal year establishes a 
five-member State Gambling Advisory Commission, to review all proposals 
to expand gaming. It will have no approval powers, and its recommendations 
to the legislature will be non-binding. The governor will select three members, 
the attorney general, one, and the state auditor, one member. 


Michigan - Governor John Engler has announced that he will appoint a 
commission to study the future of gaming in Michigan. Voters in Detroit 
endorsed the introduction of gaming in a special referendum on August 2. 

The 12-member commission will not have any deadlines for its study. It 
will consider whether the state should legalise riverboat gambling, allow slot 
machines in race tracks, add video slot machines to the state lottery and 
whether Indian tribes should be permitted to operate casinos on non- 
reservation lands. Other social and economicissues, including the ownership 
policies of future casinos, will be examined. 


Rhode !sland - Governor Sundilum announced in July that he agreed to 
negotiate the terms of building a casino in Rhode Island with the Narragansett 
tribe. He conceded that the economic threat from existing casinos in 
Connecticut such as Foxwoods and the planned Wampanoag casino in 
nearby Bedford, Massachussetts, prompted this reversal from his previous 
anti-casino position. 

State lottery giant GTech and Capital Gaming International will work 
together on supplying casino equipment and financing land acquisition and 
improvements. 

Rhode Island has already lost two federal court battles to block the 
Narragansett casino, but the state is still appealing to the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Sundlum stressed that these initial talks were not compact negotiations. 

Around the state, a local referendum on the November ballot in Pawtucket 
will ask voters to decide on legalising high-stakes gambling. Similiar to a 
measure in Providence, it will now go to a statewide vote. These referenda 
would not automatically legalise gaming, but do open the door for future 
development. 


South Dakota - In August the state Supreme Court ruled that all video lottery 
terminals should be turned off. The ruling follows a June decision that the 
state’s video lottery programme, in place since 1989, was unconstitutional. 
The issue will be placed on the November, 1994 ballot during the statewide 
election to amend the constitution.

THE National Indian Gaming Association (NIGA) trade 
show and conference was held in Phoenix, Arizona in 
August. 

A record 241 booths featured products and services 
from companies throughout the US, Canada and Europe, 
an 80 per cent increase on 1992. Around 2,000 people 
from 38 states attended the three day show. 

NIGA Chairman Rick Hill and Executive Director Tom 
Wapato gave the welcoming addresses, while a panel 
dicussion, The Industry and the Tribes, followed, during 
which Mike Rose of Promus Corporation, Mike Wordesman 
of Sodak Gaming and Jim Nolan of Pepsi spent two hours 
answering questions from the floor. 3 

Six seminars were held on topics as varied as marketing, 
security, finance and other vital issues. 

The general session included important updates on 
proposed IGRA amendments, a national economic study 
by a group of accountants and an examination of future 
trends. 

The keynote luncheon featured Harold Monteau and 
Lacey Thornburg, recently appointed members of the 
Indian Gaming Commission. 


NEW CASINO TRADE 
ASSOCIATION 


SEVERAL of the largest, most powerful gaming industry 
companies have formed a new organisation, the 
American Gaming Employers Association (AGEA), 
which is now based in New York. It aims to educate the 
public and lawmakers about the gambling industry, 
protect gambling-related jobs and promote industry 
interests to keep pace with the rapid expansion of 
gaming. 

AGEA will be open to publicly traded casino 
companies and equipment makers with annual 
revenues of at least a few hundred million dollars. Two 
dozen companies have been approached to join and 
subscriptions are US$100,000 each year. 

AGEA’s nine-member Board of Directors is 
composed of executives from the industry’s biggest 
operators and senior management of emerging market 
concerns. Charles N. Mathewson, Chairman of 
International Game Technology (IGT), will serve as 
the first Chairman of the association. 


CASINOS OPEN IN 
MISSISSIPPI 


THE Silver Star Casino opened in July in Philadelphia, 
Mississippi, on the reservation owned by the Choctaw 
Indian tribe. 

Mississippi now has 27 casinos, but the Silver Star is the 
first to be operated by Indians on their own reservation 
land. Located in north central Mississippi, most of the 


band’s 5,400 members live on the 12, 000-acre reservation. 

Boyd Gaming Corp. of Las Vegas is managing the 
casino for a 30 per cent fee. In addition to the surrounding 
region, the 40,000 sq.ft. casino is targeting the cities of 
Montgomery, Birmingham and Tuscaloosa, Alabama as 
its customer base. 

Elsewhere in the state, the Hollywood Casino Corporation 
launched the 54,000 sa. ft. Hollywood Casino in Tunica in 
August. Next door to this dockside casino, the Texas 
Corporation opened a 154-room hotel and a recreational 
vehicle campground for 50 cars.

The casino, which employs a staff of almost 2,000, has 
had two million visitors since opening in July 1993. The 
change in operational policy will net an additional 11 
per cent of profits for the Oneida tribe, which now plans 
to build a 260-room hotel with a recreational vehicle 
Campground. 
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INDIAN TRIBE 
PLANS TO OPEN 
FIRST CASINO 


THE Wampanoag Indian tribe, almost 
annihilated 300 years ago, signed a 
“memorandum of understanding’ with 
Massachusetts to open the state’s 
first casino in New Bedford. Both 
sides had to guarantee protective 
measures for the economic and social 
viability of the project. 

Projecting revenues of more than 
US$375m annually, the new casino 
would be required to pay US$105ma 
year to the state and surrounding 
communities. It will be scaled down if 
the gross revenue is less. 

The tribe received a six-year 
exclusive monopoly in eastern 
Massachusetts, but a non-Indian 
casino may be built in the west of the 
State. 

The deal also says that a 40-acre 
recreation area must be built within 
two years of opening, including 
family-oriented rides and attractions. 

Several steps must be taken prior 
to the opening. The New Bedford 
land must be placed in trust by the 
US Interior Secretary, a process that 
could take up to 18 months. The

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HE US Senate has been 
holding special hearings to decide 
how to tighten federal regulations 
over tribal gaming, with Senators 
Daniel Inouye of Hawaii and John R. 
McCain of Arizona, who head the 
Committee on Indian Affairs, 
sponsoring more restrictive 
legislation. 

Following a year’s investigation of 
Indian gaming, this is a response to 
growing political concerns that tribal 
gaming is expanding too quickly with 
minimal regulation. 

The National Association of 
Attorneys General and the National 
Association of Governors have 
expressed suspicion regarding 
inadequate law enforcement and 
internal checks and balances.

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NEW EFFORTS TO 
TIGHTEN INDIAN

Gaming Commission, testified that management of tribal casinos lacked adequate 
enforcement. He said; “Connecticut’s doing a good job and is extraordinarily well- 
managed, but we don’t have the resources effectively to regulate existing Indian 
gaming operations and as a result a certain amount of chaos is developing.” 

~The National Indian Gaming Association (NIGA) reacted quickly with criticism, 
claiming that Mr. Hope was seeking a final media splash before leaving his post. 
NIGA Director, S. Timothy Wapato insisted that Connecticut’s success and 
management quality was typical of Indian gaming operations throughout the US. 

Most Indian tribes oppose amendments within the bill. A centralised gaming 
commission would acquire powers originally belonging to the tribes, presently 
authorised to review and reject existing compact agreements. 

Casino management and suppliers would have to submit to background 
checks to be licensed and the commission would set standards for surveillance 
and security. Any breach would amount to grounds for closure. 

The commission would increase administration fees for all tribes by up to two 
per cent of gross revenue, and another financial twistis the Clinton administration’s 
proposal to withhold federal income taxes from those paid monthly instead of 
waiting until the year end. 

One favourable amendment refers to tribal negotiations with uncooperative 
state governments. The 1988 law mandates that tribes negotiate their compacts 
with individual state governments. Tribes in several states have accused the 
authorities of failing to negotiate in good faith, but the new legislation changes 
the process. Negotiations would involve the tribes and the 
Interior Department. States would be invited to participate, 
but the federal government may negotiate without them. 

The final amendment limits the number of Indian 
members to two out of a total of five. 

Representatives of NIGA and the National Congress of 
American Indians Joint Task Force met at the NOGA 
trade show in Phoenix in August. They determined that 
they should keep an open dialogue with the authorities on 
the Indian Gaming Regulatory Act Amendments. They 
also agreed to input from Tribal Member Nations regarding 
language, a face-to-face meeting with Senate Committee 
members and alternative suggestions to make the new 
rulings acceptable. 

Reaction to the proposed bill has been angry and 
emotional, especially in states that depend on money 
generated by Indian gaming, particularly Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 

Minnesota’s compacts already require background 
checks on employees, licensing for equipment 
manufacturers, auditing of financial records and minimum 
percentages to be paid as winnings. State officials fear 
that tribal autonomy could disappear under federal 
regulations. 

Wisconsin’s Indian gaming programme has succeeded 
beyond all expectations. A recent state audit estimated 
that the 17 casinos generated US$690m in revenue from 
July 1993 to June 1994. More than 10,000 people, half of 
them non-Indian, work for the state’s six casino-operating 
tribes. 

Jim Doyle, Wisconsin’s Attorney General, strongly 
advocated that state governors should give consent before 
the federal government approved any land to be used for 
new off-reservation gaming.
